1. Applicant argues that the claim 18 requires that data storage coupled to the I/O controller (Remark, page 1, 1st paragraph, page 

2, 1st paragraph). Claim 18 contains no data storage as a part of the limitations. 

2. Applicant argues that the prior art does not teach that a data storage to be coupled to an I/O controller with a low speed arbiter 
and the data storage to transmit a higher speed than the low-speed arbiter (Remark, page 2, 2nd paragraph). The prior arts on record 
disclose and teach PCI bus operating on both 33 MHz and 66 MHz, and a PCI bus arrangement in multiple tiers with one common root 
bridge. Thus, any storage device, such as a CD ROM, can be placed on a faster bus segment and yet coupled to a low-speed arbiter 
within the bus system.
